A Feasible Plan 


“The American. valuation plan. tn 
my judgment, fs absoliitely possible 
of administration, and also feasible 
of enforcement. There is nothing in it 
that cannot be carried’ on after a little 
practice just as well as the present law 


“The idea that. it is impossible to 
find out what the American value of a 
Piece of goods, is when you are sup- 
Posed to find out the foreign value 
seems, to me preposterous. 

“There is one more thing to be kept 
in mind. The only way to take care 
of depreciated currency at’ the present 
time and to make the manyfatturer 
safe and able to carry on‘hi¥ business 
under depreciated currenéy, ‘is to put 
asife the need for the manufacturer 
to wonder in. what currency the. duty 
will be assessed on the goods with 
which he has to compete, and wonder 
one day what it is going to be the next. 
He must haye it fixed on the one 
stable thing in the financial world, 
and that is United States money. 
This is something that does not 
change and will not change. And the 
only way to have stable duties, the 
only way to have duties that will say * 
what they mean and méan what they 
say, in the tariff law, is to have a duty 
that when it depends-on the value of 
the goods it depends upon its Amer- 
ican value and not on the value that 
it has in a foreign country that
